33) 
that Joseph and Mary are distinctly 
called ‘the father and mother’ of 
Jesus, Then he turns back and finde. 
(Matthew 1, 16) that the descent of 
Jesus from David and Abraham is 
definitely traced through Joseph 
Now what is the plain man, taking 
language in its obvious sense, to do’ 
Either he must give up the doctrin 
ofthe virgin birth, or he ‘must 
hedge and qualify his statement that 
the Holy Scriptures are absolutely 
free from error, or he must say, as 
the Liberals do: “Such material 
discrepancies mean nothing to us, 
We interpret Scrip irs, not by the 
letter, but by the spirit.

During the past tenemonths, 129,022 
immigrants of all nationalities have 
entered Canada. In the same period 
during 1922-23, only 62,849 persons 
entered the country as immigrants, 
Of the immigrants coming to this 


country during the past ten months, \ 


65,171 were British, 18,129 yere Amer- 
fcans; and 45,722 were from other 
countries. August was the busiest 
month @ the Immigration Department, 
the influx of nearly 15,000 Brilish har- 
vesters swelled the figures, while the 
total for the month was over 25,000. 
A comparison of the two periods of 
ten months (from April to January) 
shows an increase of 120 per cent. in 
British immigrants, a decrease of 8 
per cent. in the immigration from the 
United States, and an increase of 
235 per cent. from other countries.
